June standards are now quoted at $1.05; seconds at 95c.; stand- 
ard marrowfats at $1.05, and second-marrowfats at g5c. Other 
quotations in peas remain about as they were last week; the 
scarcity of green peas is bringing out the holdings wherever 
they exist and holders are getting higher prices for them. 

But, most of all, attention is turning once more to tomatoes, 
and the market is firmer in this regard. In quotations No. 3 
standards are held at g5c. to $1.00; country at 97%c.; extras, 
$1.00, and fair, 92%4c. No. 2 standards are quoted at 85c. and 
seconds at 80c.; No. 3 seconds, 92%c., and gallon standards 
at $3.75. 

Thus it will be seen that the nominal market value of stand- 
ard tomatoes No. 3 is about $1.00. Our New York letter 
quotes them a little weaker than they were last week, but they 
appear to be somewhat stronger at this center. Another not- 
able fact is that the cheaper lots of goods are disappearing, and 
we will soon be in condition when the latter end of the season 
takes on one price for each size and standard. 

One of the strange things of the market is a slightly lower 
quotation for peaches, something that was not anticipated, but 
yet has occurred; in fact, it is the most notable item of New 
York information. The rest of the list remains as heretofore 
quoted; there is no further weakness developing in small fruits 
of any kind, and asthe season will undoubtedly be late on these, 
we do not look for any sacrifices. In fact, the entire list of 
canned goods will probably open strong this year, and it is 
important now for packers to understand that low prices for 
future goods are extremely dangerous at this time. 


One of the most important developments of the season lies: 


in the fact that growers are expected to demand very much 
higher prices for field goods for the packing house uses than 
have prevailed in the last few years, and the farmer has a very 
strong but unusual way of assimilating prospective values. 


The publication of the new prices made by the canmakers 
last week caused considerable calculation among both packers 
and buyers, for it is the first definite news of what is expected to 
be a general advance in all cost. Thus two things are settled— 
we are going to have a late season and higher prices for cans; the 
other matters, such asthe direct effect of the Pure Food Law, have 
yet to be decided. It is now well recognized that that law will 
only apply on goods passing out of one State into another; the 
situation, however, makes it very onerous upon packers. We 
were very recently informed by one large house that they had 
to carry thirty-six different kinds of labels, so as to comply with 
the various State laws now in existence. And it is easy to 
figure out that the attention to orders under such conditions re- 
quires great care, when on top of this comes the application of 
the Pure Food Law, the labeling of cans to agree with all 
statutes is not by any means an easy matter. 

The can manufacturers have this week no changes to report 
from the prices given last week, and there is as yet no inform- 
ation in regard to the quality of plate which may be required 
under the new Pure Food Law. ‘Tin plates are also unchanged; 
in fact, there is no change whatever in canners’ metals in any 
direction. Pig tin, pig lead and solder all remain as quoted last 
week. They can be found on their myer page.

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rather easier. Aside from these few points it would be difficult 
to discover anything of importance in the market. Holders do 
not care to sell and buyers are equally indifferent. Sales drag 
along in small lots, chiefly for immediate requirements, while 
the future is looked to for the improvement which usually comes 
with the increased spring demand. Ina general way it can be 
said that prices are no weaker. Holders refuse to make conces- 
sions, though here and there a small lot may go for less than 
outside quotations. Conditions, as a whole, are favorable, and 
increased business is confidently expected in the near future. 
Beans.—The price of cans, which was announced by the 
principal manufactures within a week, has-enabled packers to 
make offers upon a definite basis. It has been generally under- 
stood heretofore that there was likely to be an increase in price 
approximating 15 percent. Asa matter of fact, the prices are a 
shade more than that. As soon as the prices of cans were an- 
nounced packers of State beans began to make offerings. Prices 
vary as to seller, but about the following figures are representa- 


tive of the cost as given now: Refugess, 80 to 85c. for cut; No. 


1, $1.60 to $1.65; No. 2, $1.35 to $1.40; No. 3, $1.10 to$1.15; No. 
4, 85tog5c. Within the past few days more packers have come 
into the market and it is said that these prices have been shaded 
in instances, but no definite confirmation of this could be ob- 
tained. In spot goods there is no change, though buyers have 
shown a shade more interest in the market since prices on futures 
were announced. 

Tomatoes.—Based on the cost of No. 3 cans, it is said here 
that packers cannot put up full standard tomatoes at less than 
85c., but it has been figured out that the actual cost to packers 
is 76c. under present conditions. The raw material will cost 
$9.00 to $10.00 per ton. Labels are 10 per cent higher. Cases 
are 15 percent higher. This brings actual cost up to 76c. per 
dozen f.o.b. factory for full standard Maryland 3s. From that 
it would seem that 85c. is not an exorbitant price. It is cer- 


tain that 8234c. would attract more orders, and 80c. would bring 
out many more. Some packers representatives have withdrawn 
all offerings at 82%4c. Others will not offer at less than 85c. 
On the other hand bids are scarcely ever more than 80c. Spot 
tomatoes have been available at 9734c. to $1.00. Nearly all 
holders asked $1.00, but they accepted 9714c. in some instances, 
though chiefly for small quantities. No buying of consequence 
has been reported. 

Corn.—The market is easy and dull. ‘The higher prices of 
caus is considered as likely to cause a reduction in the quantity 
of corn packed this year. This wiil reduce the output quicker 
and more effectually than all the agreements that could possibly 
be made. If prices are made according to the situation now, 
there will be little or no profit to the producer. The spot situa- 
tion is badly demoralized by the inferior quality of goods offered. 
The market is flooded with it and offerings are numerous from all! 
packing points. It is practically impossible to sell at any price. 

Asparagus.—Some sales of California asparagus are being 
made subject to approval of price. But it is understood that the 
quantity offered and the sales made are much less than usual at 
this season. Buyers are a little afraid of price tendencies and 
prefer to wait awhile before placing large orders, even under 
conditions of price approval. 

Salmon.—The market is quiet on red Alaska talls, with 
occasional sales reported at $1.05 to $1.0734. Not much de- 
mand is noted. Chinooks are scarce and wanted. Medium red 
is quiet. Pinks are scarce and are held firmly at 97%4c. Not 
much interest is noted in any other variety. 

Sardines.—The market is firm but quiet, with movement re- 
stricted to actual requirements. It is said that not more than 
125,000 cases remain in first hands. Buyers are taking only 
what are absolutely necessary for the satisfaction of their daily 
business requiremevts. 

Fruits.—The market is steady as reported, with sales re-

The higher 
cost of cans will exert more or less influence upon future offer- 
ings, and indirectly will influence the market for spot goods. 
Already both Eastern and Western packers are considering the 
problem presented by the new prices. Gallon apples are firm 
and tending upward, with sales made at $2.35 for State goods. 
Others are not quoted and holders are very careful about mak- 
ing offers. Peaches are firm and some grades are entirely out of 
first hands. It is difficult to buy assortments. The situation 


offers no encouragement to either buyers or holders at present.

Salmon Prices To Boom. 


Western salmon packers have been making inquiries in the New 
York market of late as to the stocks of their goods on hand, not only in 
this city, but in all Eastern hands. In explanation they state that they 
feel the necessity for making a material advance in prices very shortly and 
some of them have even withdrawn their available stocks from the Pacific 
Coast market. The Alaska Salmon Company, one of the largest establish- 
ments on the coast, states in its letter that an advance in price is imper- 
ative owing to the prospect of advanced costs of canning and packing. 
Labor and all the materials which go into the canning industry are just 


now booming on the Pacific Coast, largely due to the San Francisco 
upheaval, and it is evident that it will cost at least 12%c. per dozen more 
than ever before to prepare the goods for market during 1907.

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jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


Tomatoes are no longer the center of attraction and have become stag- 
nant for the moment. Whether the wholesale inventory has hurt the 
market hy letting loose small lots of cheap corn that had gathered in ware- 
rooms, or whether the market has sagged from its own weight, is a ques- 
tion, but there can be no dispute as to the weakening of the corn market. 
The demand is hardly perceptible, and as a consequence about all grades of 
corn are sharing in the weakness of the lower qualites. Good Maine style 
corn packed in Maryland is offered here at 50c. delivered without takers, and 
60c. State standard corn is equally hard to place. The fine edge is off the 
tomato market and future tomatoes are at a standstill, the only figures New 
York buyers will consider being turned down by the packers, Future peas 
have been selling,for Western account, and it is said that more could have 
heen sold if the packers had not reached their limits. Future string beans 
have sold at or about 5c. above the opening price of 1906. Other vege- 
tables are quiet and without interest. In fruits the general tone is firm. 
Gallon apples promise to again advance before very long. In Pacific Coast 
packs the advantage rests with holders. Demand, however, is small. 
The salmon market shows an upward tendency, but indeed all canned fish 
rule in sellers’ favor.—Merchants’ Reuiew. 


Philadelphia. 

Tomatoes are quiet but strong. Anything in 1906 pack which is strictly 
first-class commands 97%c; 1905 pack around 95c. Some little future busi- 
ness is doing in private brands, but the general future business is light. 
Corn is in very light demand at unchanged prices. Whole grain is in 
lighter supply than other grades and firm. Future corn is slow. Spot peas 
are in good demand at steadily maintained prices. Future peas are wanted, 
more especially the standard grades. New York gallon apples are quoted 
at $2.50 in a large way, but the demand is slow. Peaches are unchanged, 
being scarce and firm. California canned goods still remain partly unde- 


livered, owing to scarcity of cars. The Baltimore line is about unchanged 
from last week, spinach and string beans being very high.—Gvocery World. 


Chicago. 


A considerable amount of interest is taken now in future tomatoes and 
it is certain that the prices on them are going to be higher than the open- 
ing prices on last year’s pack. Packers of tomatoes figure that it will cost 
them over 5c. a dozen more than it did last season to pack the 1907 crop, and 
so they are asking enough of an advance to a little more than cover the in- 
creased cost of putting up the goods. Spot tomatoes are very firm and in 
good demand from the retail trade. It appears that the packers, notwith- 
standing the increased pack lest season over the year before, have already 
sold most of their goods. This makes the position of the market a strong 
one, and the chances are very much in favor of advancing prices during 
the next three or four months. Spot cornis in good demand from con- 
sumers and the retail grocery trade. Prices are a little bit stronger on this 
article. As yet the canners are making no effort to secure orders for- 
future corn. The market on peas is very firm and the tendency of prices 
is to advance, on account of the fact that the supply is now very short. 
Most of the packers have sold all the future peas they are willing to sell, 
and in nearly all cases the prices were higher than last year’s opening. 
The market on pumpkin is steady, with a fair demand. String and lima 
beans are scarce and very firm conditions prevail. In the line of canned 
fruits, stocks in first hands are very closely cleaned up, with the result that 
there is an extremely strong market on all descriptions. Prices on gallon 
and 3-lb. apples have advanced again. Salmon is very firm, both on the 
spot and for shipment from the coast. Stocks in the hands of packers are 
very small now. Domestic sardines are firm at the recent advance. Con- 
sumptive demand is good. Canned oysters remain scarce and firm. There 
is also a scarcity in canned shrimp and lobster, and a good demand for both. 
—Grocers’ Criterion, 

London, England. 

Salmon.—There has. not been much disposition to do business this 
week, but prices, both for British Columbia and Alaska are unaltered. 

Lobsters remain very firm. 

Sardines.—A good enquiry has prevailed in this market and a very 
firm tone is maintained, with the probability of prices advancing in view of 
the rapidly diminishing stock of home trade sorts. Smoked sardines are 
going off well at steady rates. Amongst recent arrivals are the Lake Erie, 
with 1,000 cases, the /beria, with 2,282 cases, the Nile to Southampton with 
1,079 cases, and the Sa/mo, to Hull with 898 cases. 

Meats.—The improved demand is well maintained at steady rates. 

Fruits.—There has been a little more doing in this market, and the

Liverpool, England. 

The first week in 1907 has been a very brisk one in all kinds of canned 
goods. There has been a constant influx of inquiries and orders for all 
grades of salmon. Best talls, flats and %’s are very firm, with a decidedly 
upward tendency in %’s. Alaska has also advanced. 

Sardines.—There has heen a big trade in these, and there is no doubt 

*that before the new fishing begins there will be an absolute tamine in good 
grocery 

Fruits.—These are in specially good inquiry for this season of the year. 
Pineapples.—Market firm on the spot, and forward quotations have recently 
advanced 1 4d. to 3d. per dozen tins, and there appears every likelihood of 
a further advance. Deliveries during the past week are reported as being 
very good. For shipment during the spring months, preservers are asking 
an advance of from Is. to ts. 6d. per case. The Telemachus has arrived 
with 15,368 cases on board. 

Tomatoes in good demand. 

Rabbits steady. 

Meats.—There is more business passing in 6 1b, tins, for slicing pur- 
poses, and there are indications that the trade is coming back on these. 
—Grocers’ Gazette. 

Montreal, Can. 

Higher prices in canned goods have not affected the situation one way 
or the other to date. Grocers have, in most cases, good stocks of canned 
goods and do not yet require anything in this line. It is unlikely that 
when their stocks do require replenishing they will be greatly affected by 
the recent advance. Wholesale houses will in most instances allow their 
costumers any line in stock at the old prices, except of course, in cases 
where they themselves have had to renew at advanced figures. There is 
considerable interest in gallon apples in some sections of the trade. Quite 
an export business has been going on during the past while. As a matter 
of fact, the export trade has grown so much that the shippers were looking 
around for more supplies. It is understood that they tried to secure stocks 
held in Nova Scotia for export purposes, but that they did not succeed. 


Toronto, Can. 
The new prices are for the most part merely nominal. Wholesalers 


are getting them where they can, but to a large extent the old prices pre- 
vail. In regard to tomatoes and onions, others are inclined to demand full 
figures. Golden wax beans also bring top prices, and strawberries bring 


$2.40 to $2.50. The advance in prices by the canners has stimulated to 


some extent, and some grocers are reported to be providing for their sea- 
son’s requirements.—Canadian Grocer.

BALTIMORE, MD., Jan. 21, 1907. 

Tomatoes.—The general market is unchanged. Prices are being well 
maintained. Theres no heavy business going on, but enough actual business 
and enough inquiry to indicate quite satisfactory conditions. 

We have had a better demand for Future Tomatoes this week than for 
some time past. 

The can market has finally opened up, and packers now know what they 
will have to figure on forcans. The price on No. 3 cans for season delivery 
is 25c. per hundred, and on No. 2s 17c. per hundred higher than last year. 
This figures slightly over two cents per dozen on No. 2s and siightly over 
three cents per dozen on No. 3s to the packers. With higher cost for cans, 
solder, and possibly tomatoes, packers think that they are safe in figuring on 
an additional cost of at least 5 cents per dozen, as compared with last year. 
As a consequence, most of the packers are very firm in their ideas, and will 
not entertain anything on their best grades of standards under 62%c. and 
82%c. per dozen. 

There is some business on No. 10 for future delivery. We are quoting 
at $2.50 per dozen, f. o. b. factory. 

Oyeters —There is some demand for oysters. The market is in very 
strong shape, which, of course, is only natural, considering the exceedingly 
light stocks. 

Peas.—No change in the market. Stocks are very much broken up. 

Pears.—There is some demand for pears. We are quoting some ex- 
cellent trades in No. 3 pears, in water, at 65c. per dozen, and No. 3 pears 
in light syrup, at 7oc per dozen. 

Apples.—Not much doing on apples, but they are worthy of attention 
for any wants during the next few months. No. 3 apples at 65c. per dozen 
and Io standards at $2 per dozen look cheap.

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BALTIMORE, MD., Jan. 21, T1906, 
Dear Sirs-— 

Probably the most serious problem which confronted the canners of 
tomatoes was solved this week when the can manufacturers made thei 
prices for the season of 1907 on cans for packers’ use. Taking the stand- 
ard No. 3 size as the basis, the price has been advanced $2.50 per thousand 
over the opening price made last season, equivalent to, say, .03 per dozen, 
to which must be added the higher cost this season of soider, labels, cases 
and the raw tomatoes, leaving out of the figuring, for the present, the an- 
ticipated higher cost of labor at the canneries next summer, which appears 
to be inevitable. Under the most favorable circumstances, or conditions, at 
the time for canning them next summer, it looks now like the cost of pack- 
ing tomatoes in No. 3 tins will be around .05 to .07%4 per dozen above the 
cost last season, and that is the basis of the strong market for ‘‘futures.”’ 
If the canners yield to the demand of the growers for a higher price for the 
coming season’s crop it may be taken for granted that the acreage set out 
in tomatoes in 1907 will be the largest in the history of the business, and 
therein lies the chance, or danger, of a reaction in the price of the canned 
article when the canning season is on. Up to this date, the buying of 
future tomatoes has been remarkably large for so early in the season, and 
the present outlook is for a continuation of the activity in them. It is an 
interesting proposition. 

Since the first of the year business in spot canned goods in this market 
has been very light, as usual for the month of January, when no specula- 
tive movement is on, and a revival of the activity in them is not expected 
until inventory time is over and out of the way. We have had this week 
the first touch of real wintry weather, which, if continued, would perhaps 
cause a continuation of the dullness in the market. Spot tomatoes are held 
firm for the reason that the bulk of the goods is out of first hands and there 
is little disposition on the part of the holders to force sales. The compara- 
tively small stock of nearly all other lines, except corn, can easily be carried 
until spring, hence there is small reason to lower prices to induce sales. 
The large consumption of corn at the prevailing low prices encourages the 
holders to look forward to the spring demand for a better market. The 
remainder of the list is unchanged from the week previous.

Tomatoes.—With the attention of the trade absorbed for the most part 


in reviewing past business, taking inventories and counting cash, little 
tention has been paid to new business, and in consequence, orders have 
been light. But there are so few tomatoes in first hands that it would be 
well for those who can stop counting the sheckles for a few minutes to look 
to their fences and the conditions of their stocks before the onrush of re- 
newed buying commences, when a few orders of even moderate size would 
send the market soaring beyond the dollar mark. We are still in position 
to take a few orders on the basis of today’s quotations, but cannot guarantee 
against an advance without notice. : 


Future Tomatoes.—Interest in tomatoes has largely centered around 
quotations on future packing of 1907. Packers have been very loath to 
name prices while present unsettled conditions prevail. The price of cans 
has at last been named and is 25 cents per hundred higher than last year. 
Solder will be 33% per cent. higher, with prices for raw stock and canning ~ 
house labor still unsettled. Growers are asking as high as $10 and $11 per 
ton this year, when ‘the prevailing price per ton for 1906 was $8, which 
means 5 cents per case for each $1.00 advanced, and as labor is in such de- 
mand, and higher rates all ulong the lines, canning house labor will also 
expect its proportionate advance, and being in such demand, the quality 
obtained will necessarily be much inferior, leaving the packer in the posi- 
tion of paying higher wages to less skillful workmen, which will increase 
the cost of production in a way altogether unexpected and make a sad 
havoc of anticipated profits. 


With such conditions staring the packer in the face, is it any wonder 
he is asking 65 and 85 cents f. o. b. for 2s and 3s of reliable packing? While 
we Lave booked business on above basis since our last issue, we have only 
a limited quantity to offer at these figures. 

Corn.—Holders of undesirable grades of corn have been pushing same on 
the market, and this, added to the quiet conditions prevailing so soon after 
the turn of the year, has luad its depressing effect, but the holders of the 
better grades are firm in their price and are biding their time, feeling as- 
sured that their turn will come in the not distant future, when buyers begin 
to lay in new stocks, and when corn of good and reliable quality conform- 
ing in every respect to the requirements of the Pure Food Law will be 
found to be in much greater demand and far less ample supply than present 
conditions and prices seem to warrant.

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How Oysters Are Fattened. 


The oyster-eating public is already familiar with the process of fat- 
tening adopted by some unscrupulous dealers in oysters. This consists 
merely in throwing the oysters into fresh water, which they absorb in large 
quantities and become plump. 

At Lynnhaven, Va., the United States Bureau of Fisheries has been 
working for several years on a plan to establish an artificial fattening bed 
for oysters. The oyster lives chiefly on diatoms and other miscroscopic 
marine plants. These plants require tor their growth a large supply of in- 
organic salts in the water. The necessary plant food is supplied by putting 
commercial fertilizers into the water. ; 

The fattening bed must be shallow water so as to have a relatively high 
temperature. A wall is maintained around the fattening ground so as to re- 
tain the fertilizer and diatoms. Even after the diatoms have multiplied 
enormously the oysters receive no benefit from them unless a current is 
maintained in the water to carry the food to the oyster. 

-Salt water is pumped in to prevent the fattening beds from becoming 
too fresh, and a little lime is added to the water to prevent the growth of 
algae and other plants which would give a disagreeable flavor to the oysters. 
Too much lime, on the other hand, will destroy the food plants of the 
oyster. 

The process seems somwhat complicated, but it has been demonstrated 
to be feasible and to yield fine results in the number and quality of the 
oysters. 


Annual Meeting of the Sanitary Can Company. 


FAIRPORT, N. Y., Jan. 21.—The annual meeting of the Sanitary Can Com- 
pany was held at the main office, Fairport, N. Y., January 15. The follow- 
lowing officers were re-elected: Wm. Y. Bogle, President: F. D. H. Cobb, 
Vice-President; George W. Cobb, Secretary, Treasurer and General Man- 
ager. 

The Board of Directors was also re-elected, and is composed of the 
same gentlemen, together with Mr. C. M. Ams. It was voted “to increase 
the capital stock of the company. It was also voted to increase manufact- 
uring facilities at Fairport and to start two additional plants this season— 
one in Indianapolis, Ind., and the other in New Jersey, location to be de- 
termined. Mr. O.T. Day was appointed manager of the Indianapolis 
factory. : 


A very successful year was shown, with the outlook for the coming 
year most encouraging. During the past year there has been erected at 
Fairport a new enameling plant (size of which is to be doubled this year), 
a tin storage warehouse and machine shop. In addition to the above, a 


~ new four-story can storage warehouse and a new power plant is in pro- 


cess of erection. Fairport plant has something in excess of 3% acres floor 
space.

That the season of 1907 is going to be filled with problems 
of all kinds is admitted by all parties, and the proceedings of the 
month since the first of the year have not been of a nature to solve 
the problem. Not least of the difficulties that will be added to 
the packers will be the probability, amounting almost to a cer- 
tainty, that the cost of all kinds of canned goods will be in- 
creased materially to the packers. We published last week the 
new scale of prices of the American Can Co., which, after hang- 
ing in the balance for two months, develop the fact that cans 
will be about 25c. per hundred more than they were; some au- 
thorities reckon the increase in the average will amount to 734% 
to 8% per hundred on canned goods for cans alone. Others 
count it at about 3c. per dozen, and yet all these experts are 
based on the one item alone. It also transpires in advance that 
tomato growers are expecting to charge $10.00 or $11.00 per ton, 
and when we come to consider this fact in connection with the 
demand of the Pure Food Jaw, it may mean a considerable ad- 
vance in the price of the raw materials that go into thecans. The 
whole country, however, appears to be waking up to the realiza- 
tion of the fact that everything produced is worth more money 
than its producer has been getting for it, and this is a very im- 
portant matter in the commercial question. After all, the bias 
of the people’s mind has very much to do with the value of a 
thing; if all the people of the country, for instance, conclude 
that prices are going to be higher it immediately results in two 
or three important decisions. First of all, there will be no dis- 
satisfaction as to the advance in price; in the second place, distri- 
butors will not find the market against them; in the third place, 
the farmer, and all other basic interests of the country will at 
once conclude that it is also their duty to advance prices, and 
not least in this important consideration all labor will want 
higher figures for its work. 

Take, therefore, the question of tomatoes as one of the 
largest the canned goods business has to handle; for twenty 


years or more the inclination has always been downward 
in price, and every element has been used as a continu- 
ance of this condition. Yet this season the very reverse has 
occurred. Inthe first place the market is almost bear, on ac- 
count of the unfavorable results of last year, and there is noth- 
ing to prevent the tomato packer from advancing his price at 
least to cost. There is, however, still a shadow of doubt of what 
will be the effect of cost prices when they are figured up. Toma- 
toes at 20c. per bushel is about cost for an article that will sell 
wholesale at 75c. per dozen. This is about $6.50 to $7.00 per 
ton, so that the new price, as held at $10.00 and $11.00 per ton 
will add fully 50% to the cost of tomatoesaloneinthe can. That 
alone would make them worth over a dollar a dozen; for on the 
basis of 75c. for the first price the packer would have to add 4oc. 
at least to come Out whole. In such a complication as that, the 
packer, the broker and the buyer will have to think long and 
deep before he goes ahead. 

There has of late years grown up from bitter ex- 
perience almost a dread of the tomato packed going beyond 
$1.00 per dozen. It would almost cause consternation among — 
the canned goods packers to-day to study out such a fac- 
tor as this, for they have been selling plentifully of futures 
at 85c. which may cost them more than $1.00. We spoke a 
word of caution in this direction recently. Therefore, when we 
consider the increased value of crops, by the bushel or ton, the 
increased cost of the can, as already decided upon, the certain 
increase in the cost of labor, we will probably have to come to 
consider that $1.20 will be the market price for tomatoes in the 
normal condition. 

What is true of tomatoes is equally true in regard to corn, 
although there is still some inclination among holders to pass 
out their carry over stock at very low rates, but back of this 
there stands the shadow of the Pure Food Law, which will al- 
most shut out the average of corn of past years’ packing if the 
law is rigidly applied. Nearly all staples in the canned goods 
line come under this same calculation. 

It is very desirable just now that packers all over the coun- 
try be made early aware of it, as it will be a factor in governing 
matters at the convention in Buffalo next month. They have, 
therefore, only a couple of weeks to think over this matter and 
it is of importance that canners, brokers and commission men 
should all be made aware of the trend of things in this direction 
so as to act considerately together on that occasion. 

It is expected, at least by the packers, that the Pure Food 
Department at Washington will appear with its principal repre- 
sentatives before the Buffalo Convention to answer many ques- 
tions and to elucidate the difficulties the law has raised up in the 
canned goods industry. To express these considerations in type 
jt would require a good-sized book, and as it is known that 
there can be no decision of any question, unless from the central 
authorities, the packer’s difficulty can be seen. From the ques- 
tion as to how much tin should go on the black plates when they 
are to be used for food, to the question what it is absolutely 
necessary to put on the label, generally and pacifically, there is 
easily opportunity for Dr. Wiley and his assistants to talk for a 


week before the Convention, and we know that they will not do 
that. But it will be seen how important it is that every pack- 


ing firm, which has a special difficulty, should come to the Con- 
vention with his question framed in terse language, so that he 
can make known his difficulty plainly and simple, so that the 
answer will be for the entire industry, as well as for the indi- 
vidual. ; 

For many years we doubted that Congress would be able to 
frame a Pure Food Law, as they seem to aim to cover too many 
archways in the line of business. We thought, for instance, 
that food would need a law in itself, liquor another one and 
drugs a third one, and probably specialties a fourth one, but we 
must admit that if it can be .organized into common sense the 
law as passed last June by Congress will accomplish it. The 
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canned goods business, naturally, would come in. under the 
same calculation, and the fact that the government has cut out 
an in.mense work for those to whom it has given the charge 
simply increases the responsibilily of those parties and the ne- 


cessity of all food producers to understand the law as far as pos- 


sible. 

So it will be seen that there is opportunity preparatory and 
otherwise on this question when the Buffalo Convention opens, 
and we urge our readers to give attention to it. 


New Pennsylvania Pure Food Bill. 


In the Pennsylvania Legislature there was introduced in the 
Senate on Monday, January 14th, anew Pure Food Bill, modeled 
largely on the National Pure Food Law, now known as the 
Foods and Drugs Act, June 3oth, 1906. In fact with elimina- 
tion of drugs and the clauses referring particularly to them, the 
wording in the first part of this bill is the same down to the 
guaranty. 

The balance of the bill contains some interesting changes, 
notably the permission of benzoate of sodium in some articles, 
but as the bill is spoken of as having every possibility of pass- 
ing we give the new part of it here: 

Sec. 5. That no person, firm or corporate body shall within this State 
manufacture for sale, offer for sale, have in possession with intent to sell, 
or sell, any cider, tomato catsup, fruit jams, fruit syrups, jellies or pre- 
serves, containing more than I-Io of I per centum of sodium benzoate, the 
presence of which said 1-10 of r per centum shall in every case be stated 
upon the label of the said cider, tomato catsup, fruit jams, fruit syrups 
jellies or preserves in type as large or larger than eight point; provided | 
that the provisions of this section shall also apply to such other articles of 
food or drink as the Dairy and Food Commissioner may from time to time 
determine cannot be successfully marketed without the addition of the afore- 
sodium benzoate in the said percentage of 1-10 of 1 per centum. 

Sec. 6. There shall be appointed by the Governor of the State of Penn 
sylvania, within thirty days after approval of this Act, an Advisory Board 


consisting of six’members, who shall serve one year, said board to contain 
one wholesale grocer, one retail grocer, one chemist, one manufacturing 
confectioner, one manufacturer of food products, one representative of food 
products manufactured outside the State, who shall, in conjunction with 
the Dairy and Food Commissioner, make uniform rules and regulations 
for carrying out the provisions of this Act. The members of this Advisory 
Board shall receive as compensation for their services their traveling ex- 
penses and $10 per diem for attendance at each meeting. 


Sec. 7. From and after the passage of this Act, in all civil actions to 
recover the purchase price of any produce used for food or drink by man 
it shall be competent for the defendant, in every such case, to prove that 
said product was adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of this Act, 
and proof thereof being made, shall amount to a good and legal defense to 
the plaintiff’s demand for such part of said goods as are at that time re- 
turned unsold by the defendant. 


Sec. 8. In any case where the Dairy and Food Commissioner or hig 
agent or agents shall purchase of any manufacturer or wholesale or retail 
dealer a sample or samples of any product used for food or drink by 
man, with the intention of having the same subjected to a chemical analysis 
for the purpose of instituting legal action in case said sample or samples- 
are found to be adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of this Act, 
it shall be the duty of the said commissioner or his said agent or agents 
to divide the said sample, ifthe article so bought is physically capable or 
such divison into three parts, immediately sealing each part into a separate 
compartment or package, and inscribing on each of said packages, in ink, 
the date of purchase, the name and address of manufacturer, wholesale of 
retail dealer from whom purchased, and the name and official title of the 
person making said purchase. One-third of said sample or samples after 
division as aforesaid, shall be immediately deposited with the manufacturer or 
wholesale or retail dealer fron1 whom same was purchased, another one-third 
shall be delivered to the chemist employed by the Dairy and Food Commis. 
sioner of this state for analysis, and the remaining one-third shall be delivered 
to the Department of Agriculture to be preserved until any legal action which 
may be brought against any person by reason of the allegation that said 
sample or samples ate adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of 
this Act shall be finally disposed of. Said one-third so deposited with the 
Department of Agriculture, however, shall be produced by the said Depart- 
ment at any time it may be called for by a judge of a court having juristic 
tion of the aforesaid legal action; provided, That if in any case said sample or 
samples may not be physically capable of such division, as in case of goods

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that are hermetically sealed, such as canned goods, etc., then it shall be the 
duty of the Dairy and Food Commissioner to have two chemical analyses 
made of said sample or samples by different chemists as soon as the package 
containing said samples is opened. And if one of said analyses, in the 
opinion of the chemist making same, indicates the adulteration of said 
sample and the other of said analyses, in the opinion of the chemist making 
same, does not indicate the adulteration of said sample, then no legal 
action shall be begun by the said Dairy and Food Commissioner against 
the manufacturer, wholesale or retail dealer from whom said sample was 
taken. And provided, further, That the provisions of this section regard- 
ing the division of said sample into three parts shall not apply to milk, 
cream, fresh meats, poultry, oysters, fish and such other articles of similar 
character which by reason of their perishabie nature may not be kept 
without decomposition for any material length of time. Where a sample or 
samples of the aforesaid articles are taken by the Dairy and Food Commis- 
missioner, his agent or agents, the said commissioner, agent or agents shall 
divide said sample or samples into two parts, as provided in this section, 
and after marking each half of said sample in the manner provided by this 
section, shall return one of said halves to the manufacturer, wholesale or 
retail dealer from whom said sample or samples were purchased, and shall 
deliver the other of said halves to the chemist appointed by the Dairy and 
Food Commissioner for the purpose of having same chemically analyzed in 


the manner provided by this Act. Cee, 
Sec. 9. Any person, firm or corporate body whose principal office or 


headquarters are situate outside of this State, and which shall have no au- 
thorized representative within this State upon whom legal service may be 
made, and which said person, firm or corporate body shall be engaged in the 
manufacture or sale within the State of Pennsylvania of products used for 
food or drink by man, said person, firm or corporate body, prior to such 
sale or offering for sale, may file in the office of the Secretary of Agricult- 
ure a statement under the seal of the corporation, if a corporation, and 
signed by the president and secretary thereof, or, if a partnership, then by 
two principal officers thereof, showing and setting forth that the said per- 
son, firm or corporate body has appointed a resident agent to represent it 
within this State, and giving the name and address of such resident agent, 
and the certificate of the Secretary of Agriculture of the filing of such 
statement shall in such case be preserved for public inspection by each of 
said agents in each and every of said offices. .

Sec. 11. It shall be unlawful for the Dairy and Food Commissioner or 
any of his agents, chemists, attorneys or representatives, before the court 
of last resort having jurisdiction of suth cases has determined through 
formal and final decision that any article used for food or drink by man is 
adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of this Act, to publish in 
any bulletin, official or unofficial communication, or through any other 
publication, or in any other manner, the statement that said article had 
been found to be adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of this Act, 
or to publish in any manner as above the result of any chemical analysis of 
any such article when the result of said analysis indicates that said article 
is adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of this Act. In case of 
the violation of this section of this Act, the said Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner, or such of his said agents, chemists, attorneys or representatives as 
may have been proximately responsible for such violation, ‘shall be liable 
in damages to any person injured by such violation in such amount as may ~ 
be proved, provided it can be shown that such publication was false, un- 
true or misleading in any particular. 


Sec. 12. Every person, firm or corporate body, and every officer, agent 
servant and employee of such person, firm or corporate body, who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this Act shall, for every such offense forfeit 
and pay the sum of $100, which shall be recoverable, with the cost, includ- 
ing the expenses of analysis, by any person suing in the name of the Com- 
monwealth, as debts of like amount are by law recoverable; and justices of 
the peace and aldermen throughout this Commonwealth shall have jurisdic- 
tion to hear and determine all actions for recovery of said penalties, with 
the right to either party to appeal to the Court of Common Pleas, as pro- 
vided in existing laws in suits for penalties. And all penalties and costs 
imposed and recovered under the provisions of this Act shall be paid to the 
Dairy and Food Commissioner, or his agents, and by him immediately cov- 
ered into the State Treasury, to be paid out and used as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 13. In addition to the above penalty, whosoever violates any of

of the cans. Sulphur and hydrogen for sulphuretted® 


hydrogen, H,S. This is the gas made and used in 
all laboratories for precipitating metallic salts, such as 
tin, lead, iron, etc. These metallic salts are of vari- 
ous colors, black, brown and pinkish purple. Conse- 
quently the corn will become discolored in proportion 
to the amount of metallic salts precipitated and this 
phenomenon cannot be avoided by any known means 
where H,S is formed in the presence of metals in 
solution.

How South Carolina Imported 500 Alien Laborers Under 
Contract and How, Possibly, Other States May Do It. 


The Solicitor of the Department of Commerce and Labor, interpreting 
the alien contract labor law, declares that it has no direct application either 
to a State or an officer of a State acting in behalf of the State and pursu- 
ant to its authority. This decision is based upon the action of the authori- 
ties of the State of South Carolina in bringing from abroad 500 or more 
immigrants for employment in various industries. In order to relieve the 
scarcity of labor, the South Carolina Legislature passed a law creating a 


Department of Agriculture, Commerce and Immigration and appointing a 
commissioner at its head. The law empowered the commission to make 
such arrangements with steamship companies and immigration agencies in 
this country and abroad as would best serve the interests of successful immi- 
gration. 


On November 4 last the steamship Wittekind arrived from Bremen at 
the ports of Charleston, having on board about 475 aliens destined to vari- 
ous points in the State. About 300 of these aliens were Belgian mill oper- 
atives and their wives and children, the remainder being composed of Ger- 
man farm laborers and women seeking domestic service. All of these 
aliens were induced to come to the United States by the State of South 
Carolina, the State acting through the medium of its commissioner, who 
went to Enrope for the purpose, and the passage money of the aliens was 
paid by the State. 

Such an act performed by an individual or a corporation would have 
been a violation of the contract labor laws. The immigrant service was 
duly notified of the expected arrival of the immigrants, and the right of 
such aliens to land was left to the determination of the officers administer- 
ing the Federal immigration laws. The question to be answered, the 
Solicitor says, is reduced to this. ‘‘ Has Congress forbidden the use of the 
particular mode of assistance of encouragement employed in the present 
case, notwithstanding that a State is the actor, through its authorized 
agent?”’ 


After pointing out that Congress has distinctly authorized States and 
Territories to encourage the immigration of laborers, the Solicitor con- 
cludes as follows: 


The plan pursued as it is shown to have been carried out does not involve a violation 


of tee immigration laws of the United States prohibiting the importation of contract 
orers, 


Under this decision it will evidently be possible for each State, acting 
throngh a commissioner, to contract and pay passage for and distribute 
particular kinds of skilled or unskilled labor required by the industries of a 
particular State. It will evidently be possible to obtain State action that 
will validate the importation under contract from the point where men can 
conveniently obtain any kind of skilled labor necessary to the maintenance 
and extension of their particular industries. 


According to the Washington correspondent of the New York Times: 
‘‘A State can import laborers, though an individual may not. Even a State, 
however, cannot import laborers for any one mill; it can import them, pro- 
vided it distributes them. Nor can it soimport them as to interfere with

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their liberty of choice as to the place in which they want to work, nor 
import them in any way which will prevent their rejecting any offers made 
to them by anybody. It cannot prevent them from going anywhere they 
choose. South Carolina did not violate the contract labor law, though she 
did ‘assist the immigrants.’ She brought the immigrants over to work or 

* live in South Carolina, and after they got here she found employment for 
them, distributing them throughout the State where their services were 
needed.”’ 

Pursuant to an act of the South Carolina Legislature, says another 
correspondent, in 1904, a ‘‘Commissioner of Agriculture, Commerce and 
Immigration’? was appointed. This commissioner, Mr. Watson, went: 
abroad for the purpose of inducing immigrants to come to this country and 
established resident representatives of his work at a considerable number of 
European cities. His methods were known to the Bureau of Immigration 


and to the State Department, which professed to be in hearty sympathy ~ 


with his objects. Mr. Watson supplied his foreign representative with a 
variety of literature descriptive of South Carolina, its climatic conditions 
and the wages paid at establishments in the State. As a result of these 
measures and of the personal efforts of Commissioner Watson and his 
agents, nearly 500 laborers, principally from Belgium, Holland and, Ger- 
many, were collected and agreed to migrate. Commissioner Watson se- 
cured a steamer for the laborers and the latter signed a paper containing 
the scale of wages advertised as the prevailing rates paid in South Carolina, 
the commissioner agreeing to find work at these rates for all who arrived in 
the United States. After the immigrants had been admitted to the United 
States they were distributed :o employers by the commissioner. Most of 
them went to work in cotton mills, but about 100 found employment in 
other occupations. About twenty-two became dissatisfied and were re- 
turned to their homes at the expense of the commiussioner’s fund. 

On the strength of this record, the Department of Commerce and Labor 
has determined to draw a sharp distinction between the use of such methods 
as those of the Commissioner of South Carolina by an individual and by a 


State. 
“It will not be doubted,’’ remarks the Solicitor of the Department in a 


recent opinion, ‘‘that the actions of Commissioner Watson if per- 
formed by a private person would fall squarely within the condemnation of 
the statutes.’ 

Inasmuch as he acted as the representative of the State of South Caro- 
lina, the Department itself feels obliged to consider whether the provisions 
of the contract labor law were intended to control the conduct of States or 
of State officers. On the basis of an inquiry into the history of the contract 


labor law itself, the authorities of the Department have reached the con- 
clusion that there was nothing in the mind of Congress in this connection 
that had any bearing on the question of action by a State such as that which 
has been undertaken by South Carolina. Technically, it finds that there is 
no warrant for extending the provisions of the law to States, since the 
terms actually used are ‘‘person, partnership, company or corporation”’ in 
describing the classes to which the provisions of the act are to be appli- 
cable. 

An associatlon of manufacturers and other business men of Savannah, 
organized into the Georgia Immigration Society, for the purpose of encour- 
aging immigration to that State, has submitted a question to the Depart- 
ment to the following effect: Whether it would be a violation of the Con- 
tract Labor Law of the United States for the State officers of Georgia to act 
as their agents in procuring immigrant labor? The Department declined to - 
decide the case on the ground that it was purely hypothetical. 

The same question has arisen in North Carolina in a slightly different 
form. A State official has been authorized by the Governor, without any 
legislative enactment, as in South Carolina, to procure desirable immigrant 
labor. The question has been referred to the Department of Justice as to 
whether this constitutes a violation of the Contract Labor Law. The South 
Carolina case, on the contrary, has abundant legislative authority back of 
it, and it is granted to be a perfectly regular proceeding, provided the de- 
cision of tHe Department of Justice is upheld by the courts : 

The Contract Labor Law contains no mention of the States. It does, 
however, contain the following section: 

That it shall be unlawful and be decmed a violation of sebtion 4 of this Act (making it 
unlawful to prepay the transportation or assist in the immigration of any alien to the 
United States) to assist or encourage the importation or migration of any alien by prom- 
ise of employment through advertisements printed and published in any foreign country, 
and any alien coming to this country in consequence’ of such advertisement shall be 
treated as coming under a promise or agreemcnt as contemplated in section 3 of this 
Act, . . . shall beapplicable to such a case. Provided, That this section shall not 
apply to States or Territories, the District of Columbia or places subject to the jurisdiction 
of the United States advertising the inducements they offer for immigration thercto 
respective. 

There is much food for thought in this for canned goods packers, for in 
every State in which the industry is carried on extensively there is a 
known shortage of “‘hands.’’ These aliens are just what are wanted. 
Can the packers induce their State Legislatures to appoint such a commis- 
sioner as South Carolina did, and so rid themselves of the labor problem ? 
It is certainly worth consideration. <
